be used by present board, with the addi­ 
tion of the Dry Earth Closet System—the 
latter has been in use only for a* short 
period of time. 
Mr. Bailey, who repre­ 
sents the Rutan System and who submit­ 
ted propositions for “ these extensive re* 
! pairs,” stated in presence of the present 
with lung ! bQmd uf directors that the plan and sys­ 
tem of ventilation adopted at the time 
the High school building was erected was 
the very best. 
When the building was 
erected an iron smoke stack was placed 
in tbe air shaft which, when furnaces 
were in use radiated sufficient heal to 
produce the necessary ventilation. 
A f­ 
terwards, and within a few years past, 
the smoke stack having rusted, or burned 
out, was removed and a large proportion 
of space or capacity of this air shaft oc­ 
cupied by a brick flue built therein; thus 
reducing its capacity for. radiating heat 
and also greatly lessening the ventilating 
capacity of the shaft. 
The Dry Earth 
Closet System was then ( 18 6 8) unknown. 
It is now proposed to introduce it; and to 
do so the original plan of ventilation has to 
be changed or given adiiTerent direction. 
Instead of passing directly from the rooms 
on each floor to the ventilating shaft. 
The air has to be cairifcd to the basement 
Of the building into what is termed a foMl 
air chamber, thence through the closets 
to the air Hiatt.

81 Lo uis, who are well kno wn in the grain 
tf&rte. 
Mr, Runge was a member o f the firm 
eAy o f Kauffman 61c Runge, a co tto n tlrm in 
Galvesto n, 
lie o rganized a sy ndicate as far 
back as February , when co tto n was co n­ 
sidered lo w, and bo gan to buy the near o p­ 
tio ns, mo re particularly April, until he had 
co rnered that mo nth, gradually advancing 
the market till it sto o d o ne cent abo ve the 
lo west po int. 
He to o k ho ld o f August at 
abo ut 9 .8 cents uud pushed it o n the sho rts till 
the market to uched 11.5*> cents a few weeks 
ago . 
The Lull mo vement all alo ng was based o n 
the cheapness o f the price o r the favo rable 
statistical po sitio n, tue co nso lidate 1 sto ck in 
this co untry being ato ne time mo re than 
200,000 bales less than at the same time last 
y ear. 
This deficit, ho wever, has within six 
weeks been co nsiderably reduced and the 
wo rld’s visible suppl}’, mo reo ver, is a little 
larger than at this time last y ear, no w being 
3,fifi4,9 57 bales, against 1,010,9 08 bal -s a y ear 
ago . 
Th<* recent agricultural bureau repo rt 
as to thu co nditio n o f the co tto n cro p was an­ 
o ther damper fo r the bubs. 
It sho wed the 
co nditio n to be 07 percent,, against o nly 
per cent, at the same time last y ear. 
These facts have naturally had a tendency 
to depress the market, and August so o n l«»> 
gan lo waver and lo o k to p-heavy until it sud­ 
denly to o k a do wnward plunge and. with o cca­ 
sio nal rallies, has Ijo eu declining ever 3int;e. 
Mr. Runge has had co nsiderable success in 
o ther speculatio ns. 
He is understo o d to have 
made £200,001) in the big co ifw deal, and also 
to have been behind the recent June co rner 
in wheat hero by which the price was fo rced 
fro m 02 cents up to 1<)7. 
So me o f his friends 
in the grain trade at the west went into co t- 
I to n by his advice, tho ugh it is nut kno wn 
ho w heavily . 
The sy ndicate o f which ho was the head 
represented a capital, it was claimed, o f 15,- 
00u,000, and it was said at o ne tim e that the 
clique held 200,000 bales here and 100,000 in 
Liverpo o l. 
The o pinio n is that he had a go o d 
chance o f success if he attempted to co rner 
New Yo rk o nly . 
He so ught, ho wever, to put 
the screws o n Liverpo o l and the task pro ved 
to o much fo r him, and instead o f the £ 4,000,- 
000 o r £ 5,000,000 which the clique claimed 
they wo uld make o n the deal, it has fallen 
thro ugh alto gether, and their co tto n was 
so ld o ut in Liverpo o l Mo nday . 
It is no t certainly kno wn who co mprised 
the sy nd icate o f which Mr. Runge was the 
head, but it is understo o d to have co mprised 
so me very wealthy ho uses.
